BEMIJI, Minn., April 5 (UP) 
—A_ 16-year-old boy confessed 
| today that he shot and killed his 
father, dragged his body into a 
barn, dynamited it, then burned 
the barn to the ground 

Lioyd Knutson told authorities 
he had planned to kill his father, 
Earl Knutson, 57, a gravedigger 
at Blackduck, Minn., for at least 
two weeks 

‘T hated him for a long time,” 
the boy said. 

Beltrami County Attorney Her- 
bert Olson said he would file a 
juvenile delinquency petition 
against the youth and if that 
were approved he would go on 
to seek a first degree murder 
indictment [. 

The body was found Wednes- 
day in the splintered and burned 
wreckage of his barn at» Black- 
duck 

Olson said the boy had worked 
out an elaborate plan to kill his 
father 

On Tuesday he took a large- 
calibre deer rifle and hid it in a 
wood shed, Olson said. He also 
obtained two sticks of dynamite, 
caps and fuses used by his father 
in logging operations in this 
sparsely-settled north woods area. 

When the youth returned from 
school Wednesday, Olson said, he 
told his father he was going out 

Then he got the deer rifle and 
waited for his father to emerge 
from the house 

When the man came out 
said, young Knutson fired 
ing his father in the chest 
man staggered but did not 
Olson said

Olson said the boy was an ex 
pert marksman. He took careful 
aim and fired again. The second 
shot hit his father in the head, 
killing him 

The boy then dragged the body 
the barn. He placed one 
of dynamite under the 
stomach and the other under the 
head.

The explosion decapitated the

“Now, after three years, al 
though we are not free from an- 
xiety and although our strength 
must.still be increased, we know 
that while we apd--the free 
peoples with whorl we are ‘al- 
lied are still anxious for the 
future, we are however no longer 
dismayed. 

“Honest men will agree that 
we can be resolute and strong 
while offering no menace to those 
who respect the peace and the 
dignity of the world we live in.”

Western oil and gas buyers swamped stock 
exchanges this week with. a flood of orders 
that boosted prices and transactions to record 
highs ° 
ALBERTA DECISION 

Recommendation Wednesday by the Alberta 
conservation board to permit gas export from 
the Peace River district to the west coast 
touched off the most hectic buying since last 
fall. 

The board’s recommendation that West Coast Transmission 
Company Limited be allowed to tap the gas fields of the Peace 
River area in northern Alberta sparked Pacific Petroleum for 
an opening»jump of morse than $2 Thursday. Pacifie controls 
West Coast Transmission. Within minutes the advance spread 
to Anglo-Canadian, Calvan Consolidated, Home Oil, Sapphire, 
Trans Empire anda broad list of lower-priced issues. 

Within thé first hour the Toronto exchange’s western oil 
index jumped more than 4'% points and, although profit-taking 
whittled gains steadily for most of the session, closed with an 
advance of almost two points. During the day, the exchange’s 
ticket service fell as much as 15 minutes behind the flood of 
orders. 

New York responded swiftly to the news as Canadian oil 
issues listed on the curb market provided’ the heayiest trading 
in more than six. years. 


HEAVY TRADING
